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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to teach a method for in-line monitoring of a fluid which comprises, in 
combination with the other recited steps, placing a tuning fork resonator in contact with 
the fluid composition in a conduit and determining at least two properties of the fluid 
composition based upon the response of the tuning fork resonator, especially wherein at 
least one of the properties measured is an electrical property of the fluid composition. 

The closest prior art is that of Bonne et al. (US 5,235,844) which teaches placing 
a tuning fork resonator in a conduit to measure two properties of the fluid composition 
flowing through the conduit. However, Bonne et al. and the prior art of record fails to 
teach and/or suggest monitoring the fluid composition to determine two properties 
where at least one of the two properties measured is an electrical property of the fluid 
composition.
